THE dialysis clinic team at HOH

service hours, with a primary focus on 
improving the quality and efÏciency of 
care for all patients receiving dialysis 
treatment at HOH. This adjustment is 
particularly aimed at patients under- 
going dialysis care at HOH, with the 
intention of optimizing patient flow. The 
change will enable patients receiving 
treatment during the third shift to begin 
earlier, eliminating unnecessary waiting 
times. 


The new dialysis schedule, effective 
from October 1st, will be as follows: 
• Monday to Friday: 7 AM to 10:50 PM 
• Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday: 7 
AM to 7 PM 


It’s essential to note that during each 
treatment session, the dialysis machines 
require thorough disinfection, which 
takes its necessary time. Furthermore, 
the new schedule will assist patients 
in completing their treatments more 
efÏciently and receive better assis- 
tance from the dedicated nursing staff, 
as there won’t be patients waiting for 
their turn. Another key reason behind 
this change is to reduce crowding in 
the department, which is beneficial for 
hygiene purposes.

In a remarkable display of skill 
and determination, Mi-John not only held his own but also 
emerged victorious in various categories. 


On day one, he fearlessly tackled two categories: Open Mix 
and the Intermediate division for 7-year-olds, securing a 
commendable second place in the latter. 


Day two saw Mi-John competing once again in the fiercely 
competitive Intermediate category for 7-year-olds, and true 
to form, he clinched another second-place finish. 


Day three witnessed his unrelenting pursuit of excellence 
with two more categories: Open Mix and Intermediate for 
7-year-olds. Mi-John’s dedication paid off as he claimed 
the top spot in the Intermediate 7-year-old category and 


emerged triumphant in the Open Mix category. 
What’s truly remarkable is that Mi-John Falconi, who began 
his BMX journey just 10 months ago in December 2022, has 
already made a significant impact. While he initially raced in 
the Novice category in Aruba, in the United States, he was 
placed among the Intermediates, a testament to his rapid 
progress. 


Mi-John’s list of accomplishments continues to grow. He has 
dominated local races, securing four victories in the Novice 
category. This talented young athlete also shone on the 
international stage, claiming first place on both days of the 
Latin American International races in the 7-year-old Novice 
category. 


With an unwavering passion for BMX, Mi-John Falconi extends 
his gratitude to all those who have supported him along this 
exhilarating journey. His meteoric rise in the world of BMX 
is a testament to his talent and dedication, and he shows no 
signs of slowing down. 


Mi-John Falconi Dominates BMX in Florida 
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IN a pivotal legal development, two 
individuals have made their appear- 
ance in court, facing charges linked 
to the astonishing confiscation of 
nearly €160 million worth of cocaine 
from a bulk cargo ship anchored off 
the coast of Cork. This dramatic event 
has unfolded as Irish authorities have 
executed one of the largest drug 
seizures in the nation’s annals. 


The accused, identified as 31-year- 
old Jamie Harbron, a resident of South 
Avenue, 
Billingham, 
Stockton-on- 
Tees, UK, and a 60-year-old Ukrainian 
national, Vitaliy Lapa, whose residence 
is listed as “no fixed abode,” have 
both been charged with conspiracy to 
import drugs. 
This legal proceeding involved the pres- 
ence of armed Garda units, who played 
a pivotal role in transporting the defen- 
dants to the Waterford District Court. 
Following their arrests, each defendant 
faced the formal charge of conspiracy 
to import drugs, with Mr. Lapa opting 
for silence upon receiving the caution. 


Notably, no applications for bail were 
made during the proceedings. Mr. 
Lapa’s legal representative, Maria 
Murphy, filed requests for a psycho- 
logical assessment, legal aid, and the 
assurance that her client would receive 
all necessary medical treatment while 
in custody. These appeals were met 
without objection. 


Meanwhile, Detective Garda Ciara 


McNulty, representing the National 
Drugs and Organized Crime Bureau, 
recounted the arrest of Mr. Harbron, 
which took place at 11:10 pm on a 
Thursday evening. Subsequent to 
the caution, he similarly declined to 
respond to the drug-related charge. No 
application for bail was submitted, and 
Mr. Harbron did not require medical 
attention. Legal aid, requested by 
his solicitor Lana Doherty, was also 
granted. 


Both individuals have been remanded 
in custody and are slated to appear 
before the Wexford District Court via 
videolink on the forthcoming Monday. 
This unfolding legal narrative origi- 
nates from the astounding discovery 
of 2,253 kilograms of cocaine aboard 
the cargo ship MV Matthew. The 
vessel was apprehended off the coast 
of County Cork, with members of the 
Army Ranger Wing executing a daring 
abseiling operation from a helicopter 
to secure the vessel earlier in the week. 


The MV Matthew had been under the 
surveillance of law enforcement agen- 
cies since Friday, in response to intel- 
ligence reports hinting at a substantial 
international drug smuggling attempt. 
The seizure is being hailed as the most 


significant in the history of the Irish 
State. 
Authorities believe that the cocaine 
captured on board the MV Matthew, 
following a spectacular military opera- 
tion at sea, was destined for distribution 
beyond the Irish shores, with poten- 
tial reach extending into the United 
Kingdom and continental Europe. 


As part of the comprehensive operation, 
a fishing trawler that was suspected 
of receiving drug deliveries grounded 
off the coast of County Wexford late 
on Sunday. However, inclement condi- 
tions have hindered authorities from 
boarding the vessel for a search. 
This unfolding case has also seen the 
apprehension of five other individ- 
uals as part of ongoing investigations 
into the international drug smuggling 
network. 


In summary, this high-stakes legal 
drama involving the seizure of an 
immense quantity of cocaine is poised 
to unravel further, with multiple facets 
and international implications at play. 
As law enforcement agencies continue 
to piece together the puzzle, this event 
serves as a stark reminder of the 
persistent challenges posed by drug 
trafÏcking on a global scale. 


Two Defendants Face Court Proceedings 
Following Record Cocaine Seizure off Cork Coast 
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IN a momentous recognition of scientific excellence, this 
year’s Nobel Prize in physiology or medicine has been 
conferred upon Katalin Karikó and Drew Weissman for their 
groundbreaking contributions to the development of mRNA 
vaccines, a pivotal innovation in the battle against Covid-19. 


The Nobel Prize committee, situated in Sweden, announced 
this prestigious honor on Monday, lauding the remarkable 
achievements of these two scientists. Their work, initially 
published in a 2005 paper that garnered limited attention at 
the time, has since revolutionized our understanding of how 
messenger RNA (mRNA) interacts with the immune system. 


Katalin Karikó, a Hungarian-American biochemist, and Drew 
Weissman, an American physician, both professors at the 
University of Pennsylvania, are the architects behind a 
scientific breakthrough that laid the foundation for Pfizer, 
BioNTech, and Moderna to employ a novel approach in devel- 
oping vaccines using mRNA. 


This pioneering mRNA vaccine technology represents 
a significant advancement in the field of medicine. It has 
the potential to extend beyond the fight against Covid- 
19, offering a new avenue for the development of vaccines 
targeting diseases such as malaria, RSV, HIV, and even 
personalized vaccines for combating cancer. 


In essence, mRNA serves as a temporary genetic code that 
instructs cells to produce a portion of the virus, prompting 
the body to generate antibodies and activate the immune 
system. 


Unlike traditional vaccines that utilize live or attenuated 
viruses, mRNA vaccines only require the genetic sequence 
of the virus, eliminating the need for the virus itself. 


The implications of this technology are profound. The Nobel 
committee noted that mRNA vaccines have ushered in a new 
era of medical flexibility and speed, enabling rapid develop- 
ment not only of vaccines against infectious diseases but 
also therapeutic proteins and treatments for certain cancer 
types. 


J. Larry Jameson, executive vice president of UPenn’s School 
of Medicine, aptly summarized the impact of Karikó and 
Weissman’s work, stating that it “changed the world.” Their 


pioneering research, often met with skepticism and financial 
challenges, has played an instrumental role in saving count- 
less lives and navigating the world through the challenges 
posed by the Covid-19 pandemic. 


The Nobel Prize announcements have commenced in Sweden 
and will continue throughout the week, culminating in the 
Nobel Peace Prize announcement in Norway on Friday. 


Katalin Karikó and Drew Weissman’s recognition underscores 
the profound impact of scientific innovation in addressing 
some of humanity’s most pressing challenges. 
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MICHAEL Andretti, a revered figure in 
American motorsport, has achieved 
a significant milestone in his quest to 
establish a Formula One team. The 
International Automobile Federation 
(FIA) has granted its initial approval 
for Andretti’s ambition to expand the 
world’s premier motorsport series 
to accommodate 11 teams, marking 
a pivotal moment in his three-year 
journey. 


However, it is important to note that this 
FIA approval does not guarantee the 
establishment of Andretti’s envisioned 
two-car team. To proceed further, 
Andretti Global and its partner, Cadillac, 
must still demonstrate their commercial 
viability to F1’s rights holder, Liberty 
Media, and the existing teams. Notably, 
the existing teams do not possess the 
power to vote on grid expansion. 
F1 issued a statement stating, “We 
acknowledge 
the 
FIA’s 
findings 
regarding the initial phases of their 
evaluation and will now conduct our 
independent assessment of the merits 
of the remaining application.” 


The FIA’s approval represents the first 
step in Michael Andretti’s endeavor to 
restore one of racing’s most illustrious 
names to the pinnacle of motorsport. 
It is worth noting that Michael’s father, 
Mario Andretti, clinched the F1 cham- 
pionship in 1978, while Michael himself 
competed in 13 races during the 1993 
season. 


The Andretti duo, comprising father 
and son, holds a distinguished place in 
American open-wheel racing, ranking 
third and fourth on IndyCar’s all-time 
win list. Their unwavering pursuit of 
reintroducing the Andretti legacy to 
F1 garnered a significant ally in FIA 
President Mohammed Ben Sulayem, 


who publicly endorsed the Andretti 
initiative. 


Ben Sulayem emphasized, “The FIA 
is obligated to approve applications 
that adhere to the criteria outlined in 
the Expressions of Interests applica- 
tion. We have meticulously followed 
this procedure in determining that 
Andretti Formula Racing LLC’s applica- 
tion should progress to the subsequent 
stage of the application process.” 


Andretti Formula Racing LLC emerged 
as the sole entity that substantially 
satisfied the selection criteria. This 
accomplishment 
prompted 
hearty 
congratulations from Ben Sulayem 
to Michael Andretti and his team for 
presenting a comprehensive applica- 
tion. 


Ben Sulayem, who assumed the FIA 
presidency in late 2021, spearheaded 
the launch of an “expression of interest” 
process earlier this year, allowing poten- 
tial new teams to apply for entry into 
F1. This initiative followed Andretti’s 
proposal to expand the grid to welcome 
fresh entrants, following his unsuc- 
cessful attempt in 2021 to purchase an 
existing F1 team. 
To secure the FIA’s recommendation as 
a future team, applicants were required 
to meet criteria encompassing sporting, 
technical, and financial aspects. Ben 
Sulayem underscored that their objec- 
tive was to endorse prospective entries 


that not only fulfilled the specified 
criteria but also contributed value to 
the sport. 


While most existing teams have publicly 
opposed expanding the grid, F1’s 
increased focus on the American market 
and sponsorship opportunities has led 
to three races in the United States this 
year. However, top teams like Red Bull 
and Mercedes argue that their substan- 
tial investments in F1 should not be 
compromised by allowing new entrants, 
even one with strong American ties, to 
join the series. 


Gene 
Haas 
established 
the 
sole 
American-owned team in 2016, and 
Andretti aims to distinguish his team 
as the authentic American represen- 
tative, featuring a homegrown driver 
and enjoying support from GM and an 
American sponsor. 


Ben Sulayem has championed the 
Andretti cause, asserting that the 
Andretti name and General Motors 
bring too much value to be summarily 
dismissed. 
Significantly, 
Andretti’s 
entry does not entail a financial stake in 
F1’s profits, in contrast to Liberty and 
the current teams. 
Ben Sulayem disclosed that opening the 
process to new teams had also gener- 
ated further interest from Audi, Honda, 
Ford, Porsche, and General Motors. 


This marks the third instance where 
the FIA has initiated an expressions of 
interest process for potential teams. 
The first attempt in 2009 resulted in 
four teams joining F1, but they all even- 
tually went bankrupt and are no longer 
part of the sport. Consequently, strin- 
gent parameters and a comprehensive 
application process have been estab- 
lished to safeguard the integrity of F1. 


Andretti Global Advances in 
Pursuit of 11th Formula One Team 
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SIMONE Biles, the 19-time world champion, returned 
to the international gymnastics stage after a two-year 
absence and immediately etched her name in the annals of 
the sport’s history. At the 2023 World Artistic Gymnastic 
Championships held in Antwerp, Belgium, Biles became the 
first woman to successfully execute the Yurchenko double 
pike vault, a feat now known as the “Biles II,” marking a 
groundbreaking moment in the sport. 


The vault itself stands as the most challenging maneuver in 
the women’s scoring code, boasting a remarkable difÏculty 
score of 6.4 points.
